She does mention those hearings and on p.109 she mentions a Harold Weinstein in 
this context. Could that be you? I was moved by her account of a class at 7#*) 

Tuskegee in which the black students did not seem to care at all about what she 
had personally done for the civil rights struggle. 

I received a surprisingly prompt response from Carroll & Graf but no book. 
Killing the Truth is due out in Nov, , as you might have guessed. They did send 
me ccnplimentary copies of the books on Malcolm X I mentioned in my letter, so now 
I have seme spare copies of those books which I may need this coming January.
